A_Good Move 


HE Povincial. Government's determination to 
halt the waste of naphtha gas in Turner Val- 


ley is ‘a point well taken. This step is long over- 
due and millions of dollars of gas have been 
burned away with no benefit, simply because no 
market could ~ found to consume this commod- 
ity, Hon. N. E. Tanner, Minister of Lands and 
Mines, is Sang in the Calgary Albertan as saying 
he is still hopeful that the major oil companes 
will find a way to co-operate. He states further 
in the daily newspaper that the government is 
waiting for ah agreement to be reached among 
the indep@Aident producers of naphtha, the inde- 
pendent producers of crude and the major oil 
companies. Whether any definite action will be 
taken and results gained will remain to be seen. 

Crude oil has recently been discovered in 

.Turner Valley in large quautities, and it has been 
reported that negotiations ure under way whereby 
this crude will be piped to Vanccuver for ship- 
ment to Great Britain, which is one of the great- 
est importers of crude oil in the world. The un- 
certainty of foreign affairs leaves the British Isles 
with a possible loss of her present oil supplies in 
Africa and Persia, and Canada is the logical soitrce 
for future crude oil supplies for Great Britain. If 
these negotiations should be brought to a satis- 
factory conclusion, Turtier Valley witl indeed be 
a valuable asset to the people of Alberta. The 
crude is there, and no effort should be spared 
in obtaining a market for the product. 

The big waste of Turner Valley, however, 
appears to be in the naphtha gas. If there is a 
possibility of piping crude oil to the coast, surely 
the gas can be piped to Regina, Moose Jaw and 
all intervening points; and north to Lacombe and 
Red Deer. While the, capital expenditure of lay- 
ing such a line would be large, still the waste of 
this gas would be averted and the profit in its 
sale would more than offset the capital expe 
lure. 

No. effort should, be spared ir linvdaliva ting 
all possible markets for the products of Turner 
Valley.

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Strengthening Empire: Defences 

REAT BRITAIN’S new naval base at Singa- 
G pore will be opened early in February with 
all the pomp and majesty of Britain’s wealth and 
power on parade. While the maneuvers are said 
to be purely of an opening ceremony pomp, lead- 
ers of various nations see in them a subtle warn- 
ing to Japan that Britain is ready, come what 
may. Naval ships of the United States are being 
asked to join in the ceremony, and here again 
leaders of nations see a warning for Japan of ‘the 
close friendship between the two great English- 
speaking powers. 

Ten thousand troops and twenty-four ware 
ships, as well as scores of aircraft, including the 
latest high powered bombers, will concentrate 
ut the great naval base. Three years’ work and 
millions of pounds have been expended on the 
crection of this base, one of the greatest of Brit- 
uin’s naval stations, and one which, it is hoped, 
will stop any inroad on India by the navy of a 
Pacific power. 

Britain’s decision to build this station is 
thought to be a distinct obstacle to Japan’s grow- 
ing military power in the Pacific. Japan has al- 
ready laid plans for the building of four new 
ships of war, said to be the largest in the world, 
not excluding Kritains famous battleship, H.M.S. 
Hood. With the affairs on the East Asia coast so 
turbulent at present, Britain’s determination to 
open its new base at this time is timely.

Those who were privileged to hear the} 
addréss of Mr. Donald Cameron, Acting Director 
of the Department of Extension of the University | 
of Atherta, in the Central Alberta Pavilion last 
Wednesday night, must have been very struck by 
his remarks on legisiation in Denmark. He said, 
the one. question that was always asked on dis- 
cussing new legislation was, “Is it practical?” Not 
how much dees it. cost? nor, how shall we do it? 
not even, is it possible? but just, “Is it practical?” 
The thought flashed through my mind, what would 
a Dane think of this country, with its duplication 
of ministers and officers? 


A farm woman has to be severely practical 
in her every-day life or the money wouldn’t go 
round, nor would the time; I beliéve a Dane and 
a farm woman would have much the same 
thoughts about Canada, and her legislation. 


If any of you want to spend a thrilling half- 
hour, studying high finance, get hcld of the Pub- 
lic Aceounts of Alberta, or any Province in this 
Dominion, and provide yourself with a bit of 
paper, a pencil, and a headache pill. I promise 
you an musing half-hour. I dic ‘this one day, 
with the Alberta Public Accounts, and spent an 
enlightening thirty minutes, I added the salary 
of the Lieutenant-Governor, the upkeep of Gov- 
ernment House; the salaries of all the Ministers 
and Deputy Ministers of this Provinee, and the 
cost of their cars and travelling expenses; then 
1 added the indemnities of the sixty-three M.L.A.’s 
and their various special allowances; the cost of 
Parliament Buildings, and the cost of operating 
and maintaining the same; and also the indemni- 
ties of the Federal M.P.’s, etc. I got a staggering 
figure, and was amazed. It seems extraordinary 
to me that 700,000 odd people can be so expen- 
sive to govern. Then I took this figure and mul- 
tiplied it, by ten, adding a little bit for some of 
the larger Houses in the East, and also added 
some for the Senate, and for the extra cost of 
maintaining the Governor-General and his entour- 
age. Then I passed out! If you take this astron- 
omical figure, and divide it by the number of the 
population of Canada, you can show that, per 
capita, Canadians are one of the inost, if not the 


most expensive people to govern in the world 
today. 


As a practical woman, I would like to see all 
these petty Parliaments cut out, and the office 
of Lieutenant-Governor dispensed with. Discuss- 
ing this. question three years ago with one of tke 
members of that splendid handful of men, known 
as the “Ginger Group” at Ottawa, I found that 
he entirely and whole-heartedly disagreed with 
me. He pointed out that, with the best will in 
the world, he could not get around his constitu- 
ency as. it was, so seemed to feel it necessary to 
ave the larger number of Provincial members to 
ensure making closer personal contact. He cited 
he vastness of the Province that housed this 
700,000 people. In this age of radio and planes, 
“vastness” is not a very good arguvent any more. 
It seems to me, that if we wish to see this coun- 
try well governed, and see that the money we con- 
tribute by paying taxes is put into the right hands 
for spending, then it is up to as to choose per- 
sonally the right men, even ‘if’ we have to go a 
long distance to see and hear them. Why should 
we expect shese men, whom we have chosen, I 
presume, for their executive: abilities, to travel 
miles and miles to give addresses to small gather- 
ings (sometimes less than ten), in unaccessible 
places? If we cannot take the trouble to go and 
find out the facts for ourselves, we cannot 
grumble at what we get, as we bave only our- 
selves to blame if we are not afterwards saiisfied. 

When I advocate dispensing with the office 
Lieutenant-Governor, I do it as an absolutely loyal 
British subjéct. The Governor-General is the 
King’s representative in this country; what) on 
earth do. we want with a bunch more? 
There is not a representative of tnis nature in 
every county in. England, nor in every State in 
India; having ten representatives of the King in 
Canada is somewhat funtastic and not at all prac- 
lical.

I realize 
that one central Parliament would not solve our 
difficulties, as the Deminion, through its vastness, 
presents at least two entirely different problems.

Reg. worked on his father’s 
farm until he reached the age of 
twenty-one yeurs, at which time, 
in 1901, he homesteaded himself, 
northeast of town, in the Milton 
Scheol District. Mr, Fletcher 
threw himself into his work and 
started in immediately breaking 
his land, In 1910 he married Miss 
Annie Nichols, who camé out 
from England to this district in 
the year 1906, 

For the next twenty-five years 
Mr. Fletcher farmed his home- 
stead, raising livestock and poul- 
Irv as well as grains. ~ Mr. and 
Mrs. Fletcher have three children 
--two girls, Ivy, 25 vears of age, 
iving in town, and Dorothy, age 
eleven, attending school here, and 
one son, Robert, twenty. years 
old, diving at home.

“IF they can do ‘this, what. is 
there that they cannot do?” asked 
Sir Lyman Duff, chief justice of 
Canada, when Hon, J. L, Ralston, 
as chief council for Alberta daily 
and weekly newspapers, told the 
court that the Alberta Govern- 
went’s press bill, on which royal 
assent was reserved to the Gov- 
ernor-General by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, gave -the Provincial 
Government and the Social Cred: 
it Board power to compel the 
printing of government propa- 
ganda free of charge, and to 
torce disclosure of confidential 
sources of information relating to 
any news published. 


“New System of Government” 

“This bill and other legislation 
mentioned in the order of refer- 
ence,” Mr. Ralston told the court, 
“means that the Alberta govern- 
ment seeks to bring into effect a 
new economic system and a new 
system of government, ultra vires 
of the province; it seeks to li- 
cense all businesses, to prevent 
access to the courts, and to but- 


tress this by controlling the 
press, forcing publication of 
propeganda and _ stifling that 


free discussion which is essential 
to the government: of a_ free 
democratic state.” : 

To force a publisher to print 
what'he does not believe to be 
true, Mr. Ralston. contended,’ is 
akin to preventing him from pub- 
lishing what is true. The effect 
of the bill would be to make a 
newspaper appear grotesque in 
the eyes of its readers. 

An editorial might appear, the 
counsel instanced. The chairman 
of the Social Credit Board, who 
is the sole judge under the terms 
of the bill, might not like it; he 
might object to it. His opinion 
of it might be entirely wrong, 
but he nevertheless had power to 
order a statement of his own pub- 
lished, The publisher might be- 
lieve, or even know, that state- 
inent to be untrue or inaccurate. 
But short of suspension of his 
publication, or other penalties, 
the publisher would have no op- 
tion but to print it free. 

The effect, said Mr. Ralston, 
would be that publishers would 
have to refrain from printing 
anything at all about the govern- 
ment or its policies, rather than 
lay themselves open to being 


made to print that which they 
believed to be untrue. 
This, said counsel, would im- 


pair the whole system of govern- 
ment, Elections in a democratic 
state depend upon popular vote 
and the right of voters to infor- 
mation and free discussion upon 
which to base opinions. That 
right would be obliterated under 
such conditions. Thus beclouded 
by Jack of criticism within A)- 
berta, a new economic order 
might be promoted and spread 
through Canada without the 
true opinion of Alberta citizens 
being made available to the rest 
of the people of Canada, Such 
circumstances might readily 
effect the entire circumstances of 
elections to the Federal House of 
Commons. 


A Constitutional Right 

“In English legal decisions, 
freedom of discussion ranks as a 
constitutional right,” Chief Jus- 
tice Duff remarked. 

“That is’ my contention,” said 
Mr. Ralston, “This act control- 
ling the press and restricting 
criticism takes us back to the 
days when criticism of the gov- 
ernment was a crime.

NEW YORK--The men who 
speak for the nation’s half billion 
dollar hosiery industry declared 
that a boycott of raw silk would 
be more anti-American that anti- 
Japanese, 


Explaining that mills in the 
United States consume more than 
half Japan’s raw silk exports, Earl 
Constantine, managing director of 
the National Association of Hos- 
iery Manufacturers, said the aver- 
age pair of women’s silk stockings 
contained a fraction over one 
ounce of raw silk, of which “the
